Whatever the reason, Upper 
Darby jumped into the lead early 
in the game and at the close of the 
first half was leading by a 16-15 
score.

Gets Eight Years. 

Anthony J. Vantriki, as the so- 
called boy "mystery" burglar is 
known, and who was caught after 
a four-mile chase by Officer De 
Bona recently, following his en- 
trance into the John Kriebel home, 
was, last Friday, at a session of 
Plead Guilty court, sentenced by 
Judge Williams to serve from four 
to eight years in the Eastern Peni- 
tentiary, in addition to the payment 
of a $500 fine. 

His sentence followed the pres- 
entation by Sergeant Mullen, of 
the accused youth's criminal rec- 
ord. The identification was estab- 
lished through finger prints taken 
and a photo. These were pro- 
cured from him under a subter- 
fuge, while he was in the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital recovering from a 
bullet wound, which he sustained 
when he tried to escape after he 
had first stolen an automobile and 
then seized a woman's pocket book 
and sought to use the stolen ma- 
chine to flee.

His 
chief offenses, it is said, were com- 
mitted in the vicinity of Sommer- 
ville, Mass., where he is reported 
to have effected his escape 
through causing the wreck of an 
auto in which the officers were 
taking him to jail following a long 
chase.
